SOME USEFUL HINTS ON THE 


INSTALLATION OF LINOLEUM 



Linoleum can be fitted direct to most tvpes of 
sub-floors. Preparatory work on such floors is not 
necessary unless they are damp or uneven. Faults 
in sub-floors should be rectified before fitting 
linoleum. 

Damp Floors. Linoleum should never be laid 
direct to damp sub-floors. Either a bitumen 
sandwich should be incorporated in the sub-floor, 
or the surface should be screeded with asphalt. 

Dry Rot. Dampness and lack of ventilation 
encourage dry rot. Wood floors should have an 
adequate damp-proof course and be so constructed, 
that there is a through current of air under the 
floor. Correctly constructed wood floors will not 
be subject to dry rot whether they are fitted with 
linoleum or not. 

Movement of Wood Floors. Wood floors are 
subject to seasonal movement. Linoleum should 
not be bonded with adhesive direct to wood floors. 
A felt paper underlay should be laid between the 
linoleum and the wood floor. 

Concrete Floors. Providing the floor is dry and 
level, linoleum can be loose laid or bonded with 
linoleum adhesive direct to the concrete. 

Allow constructional water to dry out from new 
concrete floors before laying linoleum. Unless 
correctly constructed all concrete floors in contact 
with the earth may be permanently damp. Test 

n 


for dampness before laying linoleum. Severe 
dusting may take place on concrete floors. Ad¬ 
hesives will not bond to concrete in this condition. 
The surface should first be treated with a Sylicate 
of Soda mixture, or other proprietary brand 
hardener, before laying linoleum. 

Adhesives. Linoleum which is bonded to the sub¬ 
floor has a longer life than linoleum laid loose. 
Nairn’s Lintile Solution and Thistle Adhesive are 
manufactured for use with Nairn’s Linoleum. 

Maintenance. A minimum of water should be 
used for cleaning linoleum. Alkaline soaps, soap 
powders, and abrasive cleaning powders, should not 
be used for cleaning linoleum. 

Information Service. Detailed information about 
all aspects of the installation and use of linoleum is 
available at Kirkcaldy. It is recommended that 
linoleum floors, to give complete satisfaction should 
be laid by experienced laying firms. 

Soapless detergents in warm water will remove 
surface dirt. 

A coat of polish protects the surface and enhances 
the appearance of linoleum. 

Polish should only be applied when the existing 
coat is wearing thin and then only a minimum 
quantity should be used. Nairn’s Linoleum Polish 
and Nairn’s Thistle Floor Dressing are manufactured 
for use with Nairn's Linoleum.
